Aids Alcoholics 


Santa Rita Industrial Farm, progressive institu- 
tion for rehabilitating law breakers Alameda County, 
February, 1949, added their in-service training 
program alcoholic clinic. The clinic, estab- 
lished principally through the efforts Sheriff 
Gleason, District Attorney Coakley, and the Ala- 
meda County Board Supervisors, based the 
philosophy that treatment rather than punishment will 
send many alcoholics back society permanently 
useful citizens.

tiveness rehabilitating patients after their 
release from Santa Rita. The survey was made the 
present status the 1,076 men and women seen during 
the first months operation. Approximately two- 
thirds this group received treatment. Seven hundred 
and eighty-eight individuals were located and inter- 
viewed. Eight percent this group have remained ab- 
stinent since their release. Twenty-five percent those 
located were improved. The remainder were unchanged, 
institutionalized, deceased. 

admitted either voluntarily civil 
commitment achieved higher rate improvement 
group than those who were sentenced Santa Rita 
through police court. 

check was made determine whether not the 
length time elapsed since patient’s release was 
related his degree recovery. There was signifi- 
difference the percentage improved alcoholics 
the group who had been out months and those who 
had been out only few weeks. 

The largest number individuals under care were 
between and years age. Almost equal num- 
ber were below and over years age. higher 
percentage those between and years age 
showed some degree recovery than did any other 
age group. 
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The individual’s educational level appeared bear 
little relationship his chance overcoming 
holism. 

Three-fourths the were unemployed 
when they entered Santa Rita. The factor employ- 
ment was found little significance predicting 
improvement after release. 

was found that majority patients who im- 
proved were active church affairs. appeared that 
church participation was one the most positive social 
factors correlated the adjustment 
society. 

One the most significant findings considering 
social factors was that marital status 
showed definite relation his degree recovery. 
Twenty-eight percent the clinic cases were men who 
had never been married and only small proportion 
this group improved. Individuals who were married 
some time who were married when they entered 
Santa Rita made the most improvement their drink- 
ing habits.

that interviews with discharged patients carried 
continuously also that patients would benefit 
from follow-up call few days after discharge and 
again few months later. 


Santa Monica Beach Quarantine Lifted 


The State Board Public Health its meeting 
July 13th voted release quarantine seven and one- 
half miles beach Santa Monica. The quarantine 
was ordered June 15, 1950, because the beach waters 
the vicinity the Hyperion out-fall sewer the 
City Los Angeles failed comply with the board’s 
standards for bathing beach waters. These standards 
specify that such waters contain not more than coli- 
form organisms per cubic centimeter percent 
samples collected for bacteriological examination and 
that the beach must free from sewage solids. 

The board action authorized the Director Public 
Health release the Santa Monica Bay beaches from 
quarantine soon results for 30-day period, 
reported the Bureau Sanitary Engineering, were 
found comply with the board standards for bathing 
beach waters. 

chlorination plant was installed and since June 
24th the beach waters have come standard re- 
quirements. 

The quarantine was lifted officially July 24th 
following 30-day checking period.

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Avianized Canine Antirabies Vaccine: 
Promise for Control Programs 

the various domestic animals, the dog the 
most important vector rabies. Thus California 
during the period 1937-1950, out total 9,651 re- 
ported cases animal rabies, over percent (8,920 
cases) has been reported dogs. The dis- 
ease certain localities has periodically 
form foxes, coyotes, skunks and other wild 
animals. Wild animal rabies half dozen California 
counties currently greater concern than dog rabies. 

Rabies control consists basically dog control, par- 
ticularly the elimination stray, ownerless dogs. 
Canine antirabies vaccination important adjunct 
which, added dog control, makes the total control 
program more practical and successful its applica- 
tion. Vaccination builds biological barrier against 
the disease without program must depend wholly 
upon restriction dog freedom. order control 
rabies adequately vaccination necessary reach 
percent the dog population. 

Until recently, antirabies vaccines generally used 
have consisted percent brain tissue emulsion 
killed virus, producing most instances 
effective immunity one year’s duration. While 
relatively inexpensive, the inoculation must re- 
repeated annually. 

1948 chick embryo-propagated antirabies vac- 
cine was reported which, contrast the previously 
available killed-virus brain tissue vaccine, contained 
live virus. This chick embryo-propagated virus was ap- 
parently modified the degree where experimental 
intramuscular and subcutaneous injection did not re- 
rabies dogs. 

Two years after extensive vaccination program, 
the results preliminary 50-day post-challenge tests 
conducted early this year indicate that the avianized 
vaccine, upon single intramuscular injection, confers 
higher degree and longer duration immunity with 
fewer post-vaccinal complications killed-virus 
tissue vaccine. 

After extensive laboratory tests and field trials, per- 
mission was granted the Bureau Animal Indus- 
try, Department Agriculture, for distribution 
avianized rabies vaccine under special United States 
veterinary license subject permission the various 
state control authorities concerned. 

Since February this year, when permission was 
granted the State Department Public Health 
distribute the vaccine, through July over 2,900 
single dog doses vaccine have been distributed 
practicing veterinarians California. 

believed that avianized rabies vaccine will play 
important role the control and eventual eradica- 


tion rabies California. However, achieve this 
goal, will first necessary obtain uniformity 
the control measures employed and the degree en- 
forcement exercised the local program level. For this 
reason the department currently participating the 
development new state-wide rabies control legisla- 
tion which would provide for such local program uni- 
formity.—George Humphrey, D.V.M., Veterinarian, 
Bureau Acute Communicable Diseases.
